before, they 
are 


opened, to prevent accidental soiling 
of the contents. 


Vegetables and fruits canned 
at 


home and home-made jellies! jams, and 
similar foods should be kept in dry, 
airy storage places, 
out 
of 
direct 


light. 
The cans and jars used should 


be of go.od quality, and all the usual 
precautions of good rubber rlnga (if 
they are used), and so on, should be 
taken. 


Canning may also be made use of 


dally for temporary preservation ol 
foods, and it Is especially 
valuable 


where ice-chest facilities are not good. 
When making soup stock a large quan- 
tity Is made as easily as a small, and 
the surplus may be poured, while hot, 
into fruit jars and sealed. Boiled milk 
may be thus canned, and cooked veg- 
etables which may be at the time 
plentiful or cheap. 
Mince meat may 


•also be : canned, but. it will keep

long .time In an ordinary, receptacle if 
melted suet be poured over the top.

"KING Off 'GIPSY VIOLINISTS" 


LEAVE FORTUNE OF $450,000 


Budapest, May 9 —Lajos Munczy, 


the King of Gipsy Violinists, died 
here recently at the age of 63 years,
